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cision shall not be rendered until after the expiration
of the time limited by this act, then, and in such case,
action may be commenced at any time within one year
after such decision declaring said tax deed void.
SkctioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.

_ CHAPTER 145.

AN ACT to authorize the city of Appleton to fund its cor-
porate indebtedness.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN. 1. The mayor and common council of
the city of Appleton, shall have power and are hereby
authorized to fund the corporate indebtedness of said
city and for that purpose to issue the bonds of said
city to an amount not exceeding ten thousand dollars
principal with interest coupons annexed of a sufficient
amount to equal all interest that may accrue on said
bonds.

SecTION 2. The bonds herein provided for shall be
issued in amounts of not less than twenty-five dollars
nor more than one thousand dollars of principal at
7 per cent. per annum interest, payable on the first
day of February, 1875, at the office of the city treas-
urer.

SecrioN 8. For the payment of the bonds herein
authorized the mayor andp common council of said city
are authorized ang required at the next annual levy
of taxes, to levy and assess upon the taxable prop-
erty of said city, a tax of sufficient amount to pay
the whole amount of said bonds and the interest ac-
crued thereon.

SectioN 4. All taxes herein before provided for
when collected shall be exclusively appropriated for
the i)ayment of said bonds and interest coupons, and
shall not be used for any other purpose whatever.

SecrioN 5. All acts and parts of acts conflicting
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

SectION 8. This act shall take effectand be in force
from and after its passage.
